A lease to be drawn between the Augusta 
Military Academy Alumni Association and the 
consortium of Pentecostal churches that now 
owns Augusta will establish the AMA Alumni 
House, to include an AMA Museum, in the old 
Roller House in the center of the school 
campus. Alumni House will be 


headquarters for the alumni 
association and will contain the 
alumni offices, 
space for 


storage of alum- 
ni records and 
memorabilia, 
and will feature 
the long sought 
AMA Museum 
on the first 
floor. “The AMA 
Alumni House 
will be the 
focus of all 
alumni 
activities and 
the center 
point of our 
efforts to 
perpetuate 
the name and 
legacy of Augusta,” said AMA Alumni 
Association President Goodloe Saunders, ‘57. 

The historic Roller House was built sometime 
after the Civil War by Professor Charles S. 
Roller, founder of the school. In the house were 
born Colonel Thomas Roller, Major/Colonel/ 
General Charles Roller, Jr., their brother Dr. 
W. C. Roller and Maggie Belle who in later 
years married Colonel Warren Robinson. She 
lived in the house until her death in 1956. The 
building later housed the Band, then became the 
school library. 

Much of the restoration work will be done by

The Koller Socieky - protecting Augusta’s legacy 


At the annual reunion this past May, the creation Of anew planned giving program was approved to assure the funding 
of the AMA scholarships into perpetuity. Jeff Wenzel, ‘70, Chairman for Planned Giving, asked the alumni to ‘make 
deferred contributions that may not have been feasible during life.” 

The goal is to secure commitments totalling at least $500,000 with the income funding scholarships “to give the gift of 
a quality education to tomorrow's youth.” 

To recognize individuals who make such deferred gift commitments, The Roller Society will be created. One may achieve 
membership simply by signing a pledge to leave a gift to the AMA Alumni scholarship funds from a will, a trust, life 


insurance, a gift annuity, a retained life estate, pooled income funds, or some other legal entity. 


In this issue of The Bayonet, we 
look at different kinds of trusts. These 
legal instruments can provide extra 
money for you and your loved ones for 
the rest of your life, a benefit that can 
be enjoyed by the husband or wife 
who lives on after his or her mate has 
passed away. 

And trusts are not just for “the rich.” 
A trust separates rewards and 
benefits of property ownership from 
the burdens and responsibilities of 
property management. 

Should you have a trust? Read on, 
then discuss the matter with your tax 
preparer or your financial adviser.

Producing more retirement income 

Paul, age 73, owns 4 parcel of real estate now worth $150,000. The property 
produces no income, but it has appreciated tremendously in value since he 
bought it in 1964 for $25,000. 

Paul could sell the property, but he would incur realtors commissions, selling 
costs, and taxes totalling at least $30,000. !f he reinvested the after tax 
proceeds of $120,000 at 8%, he would earn $9,600 a year. 

On the other hand, Paul can transfer that appreciated property to a 
charitable remainder trust (CRT) that will pay him $10,500 a year and provide 
an income tax charitable deduction of some $75,000! He would name the AMA 
Alumni Association as what is called “the charitable remainderman.” 

Assuming that Paul's charitable deduction gives him a $27,000 savings in 
his 36% tax bracket and that sum is invested at 8%, Paul's annual income will 
be $12,660... some $3,000 more that if he had sold the property and invested 
the after-tax proceeds. 

The AMA Alumni Association, designated by Paul in the trust agreement, will 
feceive the trust principal at his death. (Or Paul can, if he chooses, have the 
trust pay him and his wife until the second death occurs) His gift will provide

Why is it important to have the rewards and benefits of property ownership 
separated from the burdens and responsibilities of property management? 


Suppose the beneficiary is a minor, elderly, infirm, or inexperienced in financial 
matters. A trust can be a highly practical estate planning tool. In most cases, it's 
the best possible way to provide worry-free financial benefits to these beneficiaries. 


A trust also permits you to control the future use and disposition of your property 
in a way that will accomplish your specific objectives. When you give or bequeath 
property outright, you lose complete control of that property. Its use or disposition 
comes under the exclusive control of the beneficiary. A trust, on the other hand, 
assures that your directions control the use of the property far into the future. 


With a trust, the property will be used exactly as you direct and will eventually pass 
only to beneficiaries you select. 


The Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997 made a number of changes in the federal 
tax law. In this election year 1998, it is probable that there will be even 
more changes to the federal tax code. You will want to discuss the 
creation of a trust with your tax preparer or your financial planner to be 
assured that you are taking full advantage of any tax law changes made 
by Congress.

If you have ever thought about making 
a major gift or bequest to the AMA

careful consideration to a charitable 
remainder trust. 


INCOME FOR LIFE 

Typically with this arrangement, you 
create a trust that will pay you a 
guaranteed income for your life, or if you 
choose, your life and your spouse's life. 
The trust uses income (and principal, if 
necessary) to make the annual payments 
which can either be a fixed dollar amount 
or a variable amount based on a specific 
percentage of the trust principal. 

At your death, or at the second death 
of you and your spouse, the trust passes 
to the AMA Scholarship Fund to be used 
for scholarships far into the future.

TAX REWARDS 
In addition to lifetime income, a charitable remainder 
trust provides these significant tax rewards: 


@ You can immediately claim a federal income tax 
deduction equal to the present value of the assets you put 
into the trust.

Because a trust for an IRS 
approved charity such as the AMA Scholarship Fund 
avoids capital gains taxes, it becomes even more practical 
if you fund it with appreciated securities or real estate. A

What is there about a prep school which causes 
successful men a half century or more later to say “the 
years at AMA were the best years of my life?” What 
caused the most senior of cadets to cry when standing 
that last formation? What is there about a prep school 
whose alumni association has steadily grown in 
membership and financial strength during each of the 
almost 15 years since the school closed? 

Jim Starnes, ‘50, posed these questions as he address- 
ed what he called “the fundamental strengths” of AMA in 
the faculty salute during the 1998 AMA Alumni Reunion. 
And he concluded that the essence of AMA and that which 
made the school great was the greatness of its faculty and 
staff. 

Talented and dedicated 

“In my era of the late forties and early fifties, we 
had men such as Lieutenant Chuck Savedge 
who went on to spend a lifetime of dedication to“ 
AMA... We had Major Paul Hoover, a man with a 
uniquely vicious temper, yet a man who 
loved this school and its students for 
a lifetime... We had Major Cyrus 
McCue, a brilliant educator and a 
gentleman of the first order. His , 
students in physics and geometry | 
worshipped that man... 

“Lieutenant Colonel Herbert 
Deane taught English and was 
Chairman of the AMA Academic 
Board. A man with a great sense of 
humor and boundless energy, 
Colonel Deane himself was 
synonymous with the meaning of 
AMA... Two men here tonight were my 
instructors in English - Captain Bob 
Hart and Lieutenant Glenn Koogler.” 
The talent and dedication of these men has 
equipped many an AMA graduate to effectively 
communicate in their careers.” 

Ranks mark one’s age 

Starnes remarked that it was “sort of a badge of honor 
to refer to faculty members by their lowest rank. This 
means you have known them longer. There are former 
cadets who knew Charles Roller as Major Roller. These 
cadets are senior to those of us who knew him as Colonel 
Roller. And there are those who knew him as General 
Roller. These men are mere children!” 

Starnes recalled that in the fall of 1921, Colonel Tom 
Roller hired a young man fresh out of Roanoke College as 
a Spanish instructor. That young man was Captain 
George E. Starnes, Jim's father. “With admitted bias, | 
believe my father typified the excellence of the AMA 
faculty. Captain Starnes left AMA to join the faculty at the 
United States Naval Academy, served there 35 years, and 
retired as Senior Professor of Languages. Tom and 
Charles Roller always did know how to staff a school with 


quality.” Captain Starnes had come to Augusta 27 years 
before Jim attended and well before he was born. 
Buildings, traditions and past glories 

Jim says that when an alumnus thinks of AMA, the first 
mental picture is of the buildings and traditions. “There 
were always cadet waiters, or CWs... And | think we will 
agree that the AMA Band was the finest musical 
organization in the South...” 

“We also remember past glories such as when AMA in 
1949 was the Virginia State Football Champion and won 
the Orchid Bowl in Chattanooga. AMA played the Missouri 
high school champs and beat them 55-6. Coach Bales is 
with us tonight as are Louie Philhower, ‘49, and Clyde 
Ramsey, ‘49, who played on that great team.” 

Starnes saluted the staff at AMA including Captain 
Fontaine (see story at left) and Major Yarborough, 
Adjutant of the school. “By the time | got to AMA, Major 
Yarborough had been on the staff for 40 years and had 
gotten pretty tired of the stupidity of new cadets, and had 
developed a pretty dicey temper. Major 
Yarborough would operate the 
school ‘bank’ where cadets could 

get their weekly $1 allowance. 

The trick was to send in a new 

cadet to ask Major Yarborough 

for a bottle of crotch oil. He 
would go ballistic!” 
Jim stopped by Augusta in 

1956 after finishing jet fighter 

training and Colonel Roller, who 
had not seen him for 6 years, 
walked up to Jim and_ said, 
“Starnes, the Air Force has been 
good for you.” Starnes calls Roller a 
‘” remarkable man “who kept the school 
going through personal strength and 
without undue regard for procedure.” 

The essence of AMA lives on 

AMA has been closed for more than 14 years. “The 

football scoreboard rests faded among the encroaching 
weeds, a silent testimony to past glories and the cheering 
cadets... A homemade tombstone in an obscure corner 
memorializes the dog ‘Trigger,’ who died 27 years ago, 
the loyal pet of AMA cadets.” 

Even though the barracks are empty, AMA has not died, 
said Starnes. “The essence of that place is reflected by 
the continued growth of the AMA Alumni Association, and 
the strength of the audience here tonight. The graduates 
of my era, as those of other eras, are solid citizens and 
reflective of what a few good and uniquely talented and 
dedicated men, the AMA faculty and staff, can produce.”

VA clarifies health 
care rules for vets 


The Veterans Administration has 
issued a press release denying that 
veterans who do not apply for health- 
care services by 1 October will lose 


their eligibility for VA health care. 

A story was widely distributed on 
the Internet, and picked up by a 
number of AMA alumni, saying that 
the 1 October deadline meant that a 
veteran who had not made the 
appropriate application by that date 
would be forever denied Veterans 
Administration healthcare. 

The VA press release says in part: 
“The VA is required by law to 
establish by October 1, 1998 an 
enrollment system for healthcare 
services. While veterans must be 
enrolled to receive care, it does not 
mean that veterans who have not 
applied for enrollment by that date 
will lose their eligibility for VA 
health care. Veterans can apply and 
be enrolled at the time they are in 
need of VA services. Veterans who 
have received VA healthcare services 
since October 1, 1996 will have an 
application processed automatically 
on their behalf.”

23 years after America’s most 
controversial war officially ended, 
extensive research by a group of 
dedicated AMA alumni has turned up 
the names of 9 Augusta men who 
paid the Ultimate Price in the 
Vietnam War. 

AMA Alumni Association President 
Goodloe Saunders, ‘57, himself a 
veteran of Vietnam, said, “The guys 
who came back from Nam were not 
greeted with brass bands and 
parades as were the heroes of World 
War II. That fact makes even more 
poignant the supreme sacrifice made 
by these 9 AMA boys, and by so 
many others.” 

The war that wasn't a war, the war 
never declared by Congress, a 
struggle which tore America apart, 
nevertheless took more than 58,000 
Americans, killed or still missing. 

The research which confirmed the 
9 Augusta alumni deaths involved 
matching names on the Vietnam Wall 
with names in AMA school records. 
Matches were made possible when 
full names, home towns and birth 
dates in AMA and Defense Depart-

Names of Korean War

Starting with records which are not 
nearly as reliable as the files from 
the Vietnam War, a group of 
interested alumni is working to com- 
pile a list of Augusta cadets who 
were killed in the Korean Conflict. 

The AMA Alumni Association has 
just the names of 2 cadets known to 
have been killed in action in Korea - 
Rahily Rhodes, ‘47, killed 21 July 
1953 when the war was nearly over, 
and Gloyd “Woody” Rosen, Jr., 
‘51, who died on 7 October 1952. 
(see tribute on page 28) 

Anyone who knows of other AMA 
alumni who were killed in the Korean 
War are asked to contact The 
Bayonet. Even if you are not sure, 
please give us what information you 
have so that we can begin an 
exhaustive search for these heroes 
who gave their lives for their country. 


AMA's Vietnam Honor Roll 


Nine Augusta men - boys when they braced on the stoops at Big Barracks and answered the 
bugle calls for school formation - have been confirmed as having died in the service of their 
country during the Vietnam War. 

One of the first Americans to perish in Vietnam was Augusta alumnus Neil “Mac” Maclver, 
‘61, who died 29 May 1963. The last reported death of an AMA man in the Vietnam conflict 
was Chuck Lang, ‘59, who was killed on 12 September 1970. 

A dozen Augusta alumni combed military and AMA records to establish with little doubt that 
the men listed here died in Vietnam. The search continues for the names of alumni who died 
in either the Korean War or the Vietnam War. (see story on page 19)

2 Faculty salute 


Loyalty, individualism, community 
shaped every cadet at Augusta 


Chosen to represent the last classes to attend AMA, 
Shawn “Ogi” Ogimachi, ‘77, travelled from Santa Cruz, 
CA to remind Augusta alumni of the things that keep us 
together. Ogimachi made his remarks at the Saturday night 
reunion banquet honoring AMA's faculty and staff. 

He pointed out that he was at 
AMA during “a transitional time 
both in our institution and our 
country . The Vietnam War, 
Watergate, and the OPEC oil 
embargo of the early ‘70’s" had 
a deleterious effect on every 
American. 

“| saw the school shrink from 
400 cadets to slightly over 200 
cadets. Those of us who 
entered AMA in the ‘70's saw 
The Fort, SMA, and Fairfax Hall 
all close their doors. And AMA abolished D Company and 
the old CW or Band Barracks.” 

Ogi said that although there were great changes 
underway while he was a cadet, “/ have always been 
struck by the similarities and commonalities we share as 
former cadets. (We must ask) how it is that we can come 
together from across the decades and distances fo share 
our experiences.” (See Augusta Memeries on page 29) 

Common values are the glue 

He believes that some deeply rooted common values are 
what keep us together. “It is these values that form the 
institutional glue that brings 300 people together each year 
(at the reunion) and that is why the AMA Alumni 
Association continues to prosper and grow. Our 
faculty embodied the core values of AMA cadets and 
reinforced these values over time and by example...” 

Ogimachi lists the 3 values which he believes are 
the crucial ingredients of that institutional glue: 
loyalty, individualism, and community. 

“So many of our faculty taught us the cherished 
value of loyalty. AMA faculty members were loyal to 
the school, loyal to their students, and loyal to their 
profession. Faculty members at AMA who had been 
there less than 10 years were considered ‘new.’ We 
had at least 15 teachers who had been at AMA for 
more than 10 years. Augusta attracted loyalty and 
fostered loyalty through the faculty.” 

Ogi stated that the faculty were fiercely 
independent in their teaching styles, political views 
and personal styles. “Some of our faculty brought 
dogs to class with them; some used cognitive and 
humanistic approaches to their teaching; others 
evoked our senses (fencing blade to the chest!) to 
help us learn.” 

Faculty always improving 
He pointed out that many members of the faculty

took summer school and worked on graduate degrees. 
“These men exercised individualism, but they also 
accepted the responsibility of their individuality.” 

Ogimachi recalled that the AMA faculty members were 
very much involved in the community. “They worked in 
their churches, in professional 
and political organizations, and 
they worked with us. Faculty 
members were our coaches, 
our mentors, our examples, and 
our friends.” 

Ogi believes that all former 
cadets have much more in 
common than we _ have 
differences. “AMA attracted 
people who were loyal, who 
were individuals, and who 
believed in community.... Our 
commonalities are rooted in these core values that the 
institution of Augusta Military Academy imparted to us 
through its faculty...” 

Ogi concluded by saying that “we owe these men and 
women so much and we cannot thank them enough... And 
| want to acknowledge my fellow alumni who, over the 
years, were much like faculty members. | remember many 
of you from my days as a cadet when you came back to 
visit... and you were much like our teachers in your 
concern and dedication.”

Woody Rosen - AMA, then a casualty in Korea 


A tribute from Hap Starr, ‘51 


suppose there are times in all our lives when we get a 
bee in our bonnets and won't let an issue rest until we 
see it to a satisfactory conclusion. 

oody Rosen is an example of such a dilemma. 
For those who were not at AMA in 1950-51, his 
name was Gloyd E. Rosen and, though a new 

cadet, was a graduating classmate of mine in June 1951 

For many years we all understood that Woody was 

missing in action in the Korean War but for some reason 

we never learned any more. Since he was the only 
member of my class who was missing in that messy war 
and because so much time had gone by that his return 
was not likely, | wanted to discover what had happened to 

Woody. | wanted to know the circumstances of how he 

met his fate. More of a case of what and where. 


ecause my initial research was fruitless, | went to 

the top and wrote the Commandant of The Marine 

Corps, General Charles..Krulack.After some 
delay, | received from the Marine Corps.Historical Genter 
a rather extensive history of Woody's..combat ‘service, 
extracts from A Brief History of the Seventh-Marines, and 
additional sources if | wished to take it further: As you'will 
see, it was not a pretty saga 


oody joined or was drafted into the Marines on 

2 August 1951, barely 2 months after gradua- 

tion from AMA. | have no idea why he went into 
the service so quickly, but his father had been a Marine 
which may have had its own unique effect on Woody's 
motives. Following boot camp and advanced: infantry 
training, he arrived in Korea no later than.15. August 1952 
which was the date on which he was first wounded. He 
was struck in the wrist and returned to duty after his 
recovery. 


he records show clearly that he was hit again on 7 

October, but here it becomes murky. We do not 

know if he was killed instantly, but indications are 
that he probably was. In any event, his remains were not 
recovered then nor have they been since. 


is unit was H Company, 3rd Battalion, 7th Marine 

Regiment. Yet, there is no direct record of H 

Company having been attacked on 7 October. In 
the history that was sent to me by the Marine Corps, there 
is mention of a Marine unit called Outpost Detroit being 
overrun on that date. In the entire several pages of the 
7th’'s history during those months, there was but one 
action on that date. Thus, we can assume that that is 
where and when Woody was hit.
